| VATICAN CITY, Dec. 15.—Pope 
|Pius, partly paralyzed in his lower 
‘legs, suffered a relapse today, relia- 
| ble Vatican sources reported. 

| The attack occurred during the 
afternoon, high church officials de- 
'clared, after the pontiff had spent 
| his most laborious day: since he be- 
| came ill. 

Dr. Amanti Milani, the ~Pope’s 
personal physician, was summoned 
and administered a heart stimulant. 
The Pope rallied somewhat from 
the treatment, but appeared to suf- 
\fer from extreme fatigue after- 
|ward, reliable sources said. 

His condition earlier had been re- 
‘ported somewhat improved with in- 
creased alleviation of congestion of 
the circulatory system. 
| Several hours after the treatment, 
prelates said, the Pope was. still 
depressed and experienced in- 
creased difficulty in breathing. 
| Dr, Milani and other attendants 
renewed their urgent pleas that he 

conserve his energies more rigor- 
ously. 

A well-informed source reported 
the Pope had given strict orders 
that no news of his illness was to 
be made public. He*esaid the 
|pontiff was greatly chagrined on 
‘reading extensive reports of his af- 
‘fliction in European newspapers. 

The pope received three persons 
today—Eugenio Cardinal: Pacelli, 
| papal secretary of state; Domenico 
Cardinal Jorio and Commendatore 
Camillo Serafini, Governor of Vati- 
can City. He spent several hours 
in an armchair and the rest of the 
day in bed.

Desperado Shoots Till 
Weapons Are Empty — 
Police, Firemen. and 
Crowds Swarm in Streets

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—Govern- 
ment agents captured Harry Bru- 
nette, 25 years old, bank robber, 
and shot his wife in a desperate 
45-minute fight in an apartment 
just off Riverside drive early today. 
The woman was taken to a hospital 
with a pistol bullet in her thigh. 
Her condition was reported not 
serious. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
who led the Government officers, 
said the crime for which Brunette 
was most badly wanted was 
seizure last Nov. 11 of William A. 
Turnbull, New Jersey State trooper, 
near Somerville, N. J. The officer, 
trying to arrest two men and a 
woman for speeding, was forced 
into the car. He was thrown out 
into a ditch near Freemansburg, 
Pa. Turnbull, who was in the fight 
early today, identified Brunette. 
Brunette also was wanted for rob- 
beries of the Seymour (Wis.) State 
Bank, the Ripon (Wis.) State Bank 
‘and the Citizens’ Bank at Monroe, 
Wis. 

Hoover announced later that 
Brunette had confessed the kidnap- 
ing of the New Jersey State troop- 
er, and three bank robberies in 
Wisconsin. ae 

Brunette implicated his wife in 
the kidnaping of the State trooper, 
and named Merle Sandebush as his 
accomplicé in bank robberies at 
Monroe, Ripon and Seymour, Wié., 
and the kidnaping. Sandébush has 


not been apprehended. 

New York Marriage Bureau -rec- 
ords showed the Brunettes were 
married under the name of Lake 
Nov. 27, 10 days after the Monroe 
robbery. 

Apartment House Fight. 

Hoover came here from Washing- 
ton Saturday after agents under 
Rhea Whitley, in charge of the New 
York office, had spotted Brunette’s 
hide-out. 

He posted his men at the front 
and back of the two-room apart- 
ment on the first floor. Then he 
went to the door and called out: 

“Federal agents! Come out or 
we'll come in after you.” 

There was no answer. One of the 
agents threw a tear gas bomb 
through a window. This was an- 
swered with shots from the window. 
A second gas bomb was thrown in- 
to the apartment. As it exploded 
it set fire to a window curtain. 
More shots came from inside and 
the agents opened up with machine 
gun and pistol fire. 

The woman screamed: 
I’m going out.” 

Then the officers heard Brunette’s 
voice. “Okay,” he shouted. “Get 
out of here.” 

She staggered through the 
smashed door from which the lock

had been shot and fell forward in 
the hall. 
Apartment Ablaze. 

By this time the apartment was 
ablaze, fired by the burning win- 
dow curtain. Some one on the 
third floor turned in a fire alarm 
and firemen dodged into the line 
of bullets from two directions to 
turn a hose on the flames. 

Brunette, his pistols empty, shout- 
ed he would give up, and came out 
with his hands in the air. 

The prisoner was searched, In 
his trousers’ pockets was $1881 in 
currency. Hidden in the apartment 
was $470 more. 

Hundreds of rounds of ammuni- 
tion were packed in a. bureau draw- 
er, but Brunette was able to use 
only the 12 shots from his .two 
pistols for the shooting was so hot 
he could not cross a short hall in 
his apartment to get to the bureau. 

One of Brunette’s two pistols was 
engraved “George T. Smith, Sheriff 
Macomb County, 1933.” Apparently 
it was one of three taken from 
three members of the Sheriff's force 
at Mount Clemens, Mich., in a road- 
side holdup last July 30. The other 
pistol was an army automatic.

Government Forces Hold 
Their Fire During Rebel 
Drive, Then Get Behind 
Enemy Lines. 

GERMAN TROOPS 

REPORTED SEEN 


Leading Insurgent Soldiers 
in Attacks on City, Ac- 
cording to Loyalist Offi- 
cers Viewing Battle.

MADRID, Dec. 15-—The rear 
guard of Gen. Francisco Franco's 
insurgent army besieging Madri4 
was reported by the Government to- 
day to have been “destroyed” by a 
flank action, 

In. a cold rain which soaked 
trenches around Madrid, the Fascist 
troops attacked the Government 
position at Fresnedilla, 12 miles 
west of Madrid, with mortars, ma- 
chine guns and heavy rifle fire. 

The insurgents were permitted 
almost to reach the Government 
front line, the official report said, 
while the Government troops held 
their fire. 

Then, the militia began a coun- 
ter-offensive and, aided by a roll- 
ing artillery barrage, pushed back 
the attacking insurgents and struck 
their rear guard, 

Three miles east of Fresnedilla 
a simultaneous Fascist assault upon 
Valdemorillo, the Government re- 
ported, was repulsed in fighting 
which lasted throughout the morn- 
ing. 

German troops led .Spanish. Fas- 
cists in renewed attacks on Govern- 
ment positions near suburban Boa- 
dilla del Monte, the Madrid high 
command said. 

The noise of battle, apparently on 
the western side of Casa del Campo 
Park, reached the center of the cap- 
ital. Government commanders, 
using binoculars, observed insur- 
gent troop movements. The officers 
said later the presence of the Ger- 
man soldiers had been “duly 
checked.” 

In the capital preparations were 
made for celebration of the Red 
Christmas. A collection was start- 
ed to aid children of militiamen 
killed on the Madrid front and to 
buy food and clothes for the de- 
fenders of the city. 

“Christmas will be sad for thou- 
sands of youngsters in Spain this 
year,” the announcement said. 
“Hundreds have lost their fathers 
and other membegs of their families. 
Money or presents of food and, 


lives of these unfortunates.” 

In an appeal dropped on the In- 
surgent lines from Government 
planes, Gen. Jose Miaja, leader of 
the Emergency Defense Council, 
called on the rank and file of the 
Fascist troops to “surrender with 
your arms if possible.”

ALABAMA JOBLESS INSURANCE 
ACT HELD INVALID BY COURT 


Opinion by Three United States 
Judges at Montgomery; Ihjunc- 
tion Granted. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 15.— 
A three-Judge Federal Court ruled 
today the Alabama unemployment 
insurance law violated both -the 
State and. Federal Constitutions, 
and granted complaining firms a 
permanent injunction against its 
enforcement. The court did not 
pass on the constitutionality of the 
Federal Unemployment Insurance 
Act which was challenged in the 
same case. 

The decision was handed down

- Gen. Chen Cheng, Vice-Minister of 
War and commander of bandit sup- 
pression forces on the Shansi, Shen- 
si, Suiyuan and Ninghsia borders. 
Broadcasting from Sianfu, Shenst, 
Marshal Chang also declared sever- 
al other generals in addition to the 
four he named had been killed. He 
did not give their names. 
Yesterday W. H. Donald, Austra- 
lian-born adviser to the Chinese 
Government, had telegraphed offi- 
cials at Nanking that he had seen 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek at 
Sianfu and found him in good health 
and spirits. Donald declared, how- 
ever, that “intensive negotiations 
will be essential before the crisis is 
relieved.” 

Government authorities denied 
that they had been in direct com- 
munication with Chiang, but said 
Foreign Minister Chang Chun had 
received a communication from 
Chang. This message, it was de- 
clared, dealt with terms which 
Chang demanded in return for Chi- 
ange’s release, but did not state 
specific details.

OUT NEAR MADR 


Government Forces Hold 
Their Fire During Rebel 
Drive, Then Get Behind 
Enemy Lines. 

GERMAN TROOPS

MADRID, Dec. 15.—The rear 
guard of Gen. Francisco Franco's 
insurgent army besieging Madrii 
was reported by the Government to- 
day to have been “destroyed” by a 
flank action, 

In. a cold rain which soaked 
trenches around Madrid, the Fascist 
troops attacked the Government 
position at Fresnedilla, 12 miles 
west of Madrid, with mortars, ma- 
chine guns and heavy rifle fire. 

The insurgents were permitted 
almost to reach the Government 
front line, the official report said, 
while the Government troops held 
their fire. 

Then, the militia began a coun- 
ter-offensive and, aided by a roll- 
ing artillery barrage, pushed back 
the attacking insurgents and struck 
their redr guard, 

Three miles east of Fresnedilla 
a simultaneous Fascist assault upon 
Valdemorillo, the Government re- 
ported, was repulsed in fighting 
which lasted throughout the morn- 
ing. 

Geman troops led Spanish Fas- 
cists in renewed attacks on Govern- 
ment positions near suburban Boa- 
dilla del. Monte, the Madrid high 
command said. 

The noise of battle, apparently on 
the western side of Casa del Campo 
Park, reached the center of the cap- 
ital. Government commanders, 
using binoculars, observed insur- 


said later the presence of the Ger- 
man soldiers had been “duly 
checked.” 

In the capital preparations were 
made for celebration of the Red 
Christmas.

Ivanhoe, now an insurance sales- 
man residing at 4243A Ellenwood 
avenue, related that in many cases 
beneficiaries were induced to settle 
claims for less than they were en- 
titled to receive. This was ac- 
complished, he said, by telling bene- 
ficiaries the insurance was procured 
through misrepresentation when 
such was not the fact. He told of 
making settlements of policies for 
$100 to $1000 in this manner, some- 
times settling a $500 claim for as 
little as $100. eer

KANSAS CITY, Mo., "Dec. 15. — 
The reach of the Federal grand 
jury investigating alleged election 
frauds Nov. 3, was extended short- 
ly before the noon recess today 
when all records of 14 additional 
precincts were subpenaed. Sixteen 
precincts already had been opened 
wide to the jury. 

A push truck, loaded down with 
the records of the original 16 pre- 


cincts—ballots, tally sheets and 
books—-was trundled through the 


corridors of the Federal building 
sbortly after 9:30 o’clock from the 
United States Marshal's office to 
the room where the Federal jury 
already was gathered. 

Judge Reeves, who ordered the in- 
quiry yesterday, received a threat 
last night, he said today. The tele- 
phone at his home rang and a voice 
threatened him with physical vio- 
lence if he continued as he had 
begun. The connection was broken. 

Then the telephone rang again 
and the same voice, the Judge said, 
threatened: “Were going to get you 
for this.” 

“Ever since the election,” the 
Judge said, “I have been urged to 
call a Federal grand jury and, pos- 
sibly surprisingly, ten to one more 
of such requests have come from 
Democrats than from Republicans.” 

Board Head First Witness. 

Fred Bellemere, chairman of the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
Was called as the first witness. It 
Was said that for the present he 
merely would identify the election 
records. 

. When he learned the ejection doc- 
uments and paraphernalia could not 
be obtained yesterday afternoon, 
Maurice M. Milligan, United States 
District Attorney, told the Election 
Board officials who had answered 
the subpenas that they might leave, 
subject to call. Those officials who 
were summoned were Bellemere, 
chairman; Charles A. Orr, secre- 
tary; George V. Aylward and 
M. A. O'Donnell, members, and 
Hugh O'Rourke, V. J. Doherty and 
Bruce Duncan, assistants. 

Neither Milligan nor his assist- 
ants, Randall Wilson and Sam 
Blair, offered to foretell the time 
necessary to make the investiga- 
tion.

LONDON, Dec. 15. — Criticism 
from the pulpit and the press was 
heaped on the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury today for his verbal chas- 
tisement of. former King Edward 
VIII in a radio address Sunday. 


There were indications, too, that 
the matter would reach the floor of 
the House of Commons Thursday. 
The Archbishop in his broadcast 
sternly lectured the ex-ruler for his 
desire to marry Mrs. Wallis War- 
field Simpson, asserting it violated 
the “Christian principles of mar- 
riage.” He placed part of the blame 
for the King’s conduct on Edward’s 
social friends, “whose standards 
and ways of life are alien to all the 
best interests of his people.” 
Josiah Clement Wedgewood, La- 
bor member of Parliament, said he 
hoped to open the question to de- 
bate in Commons. 

Bishop of Durham’s Remarks. 
The Bishop of Durham, Dr. H. H. 
Henson, addressing a clerical gath- 
ering, said: 

* “T always have been trained to: 
believe that the Church of England 
was an Episcopal church governed 
by the bishops reigning in their sev- 
eral dioceses. 

“Now I find that it is coming to 
be some kind of a novel body gov- 
erned by the British Broadcasting 
Corporation and two Archbishops. 
(The reference was to the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury and York.) 
“T do not like it.” 

Letters to newspapers criticised 
the radio sermon. One writer said, 
“His words, uttered at this mo- 
ment, suggest the hitting of a man 
when he is down.” 

Comment by Daily Express. 

Lord Beaverbrook’s . Daily Ex- 
press commented editorially: 

“After the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury comes Archbishop Lambie 
of Australia, bravely firing the ar- 
tillery of the church against a po- 
sition already evacuated.” 

Archbishop Lambie in a speech 
at Melbourne had said Edward ap- 
peared to lack “appreciation of the 
reality of God and responsibility to 
him.” 

“They kept their thunder silent 
while the lines still were manned,” 
continued the Express. “Now the 
Archbishop launches an attack 
against Edward's friends. The 
Archdeacon blames the ‘exotic en- 
tourage’ of the former King. 

“The clergy should specify the 
persons they accuse—or else show 
some of the restraint they preach 
about.” 

The News Chronicle editorially 
mentioned that its “postbag con- 
tains many letters protesting that 
the primate’s broadcast criticism 
of King Edward was untimely and 
even unchristian.” The _ editorial 
concluded: 

“Edward VIII has gone. To pur- 
sue the campaign can bring no 
benefit to the cause of the mon- 
archy or Christian charity. The 
thing is finished.” 

Probable Action in Commons. 

Comment in Commons led to the 
belief not only that the Archbish- 
op’s remarks, but Edward’s radio 
farewell :to the nation Friday, 
would be raised in Parliament. Two 
questions likely will be posed: 

1. Whether the church head’s 
broadcast was made with the Cabi- 
net’s approval. , 
2. Whether any Cabinet Minis- 
ters read the speech before it was 
delivered. 

The opportunity will arise during 
discussion of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation’s charter, which 
comes up for review Thursday.

Contradicts Mrs. Thomasson. 

He related that he first met Mrs. 
Grace Thomasson, key Government 
witness and admitted co-conspira- 
tor in the hoax, in March, 1931, 
when he was employed by her in 
the extensive litigation growing 
out of her marriage to Hugh W. 
Thomasson, elderly capitalist, and

The .members who voted for the 
parole—Circuit Judges Fred E. 
Mueller, Robert W. McElhinney and 
John A. Witthaus, and Prosecuting 
Attorney C. Arthur Anderson—did 
not indicate whether they would re- 
open the case.

Circuit Judge Julius R. Nolte, 
chairman of the board, who usually 
does not vote except in case of a 
tie, said the case could be reopened 
at any time by anyone who voted.

WIDENED NORTH TWELFTH 
TO BE OPENED THURSDAY 


New Boulevard to Be Placed in Use 
Over Its Entire Length; Part 
of 21-Mile System. 

The new North Twelfth boulevard 
will be opened to traffic over its 
entire length Thursday morning. 


Part;of the-stretch from O’Fallon 
street to Palm street, constructed 
since June at a cost of $383,700, has 
been in use for several weeks, and 
barriers will be removed tomorrow 
night from several blocks at the 
north end of the stretch, the last to 
be finished. 

The ‘street, 7209 feet long, has a 
76-foot roadway, with space for 
two lanes of parked cars and six 
traffic lanes. Between Chambers 
and Mullanphy streets there is a 40- 
foot park strip in the center of the 
thoroughfare, with a 38-foot. road- 
way on either side. Construction is 
of reinforced concrete. 

Bond issue funds of $168,500, a

Sheriff Allan A, MacDonald said 
that Miss Morgan had scrawled a 
confession on pages of a magazine, _ 
that she killed Miss Gitner because 
of “jealousy.” 

Her statement was scratched with 
pencil and burned matches on the 
margins of magazines found in her 
cell. 

MacDonald said the notes, some 
of them barely legible; told- how 
Miss Morgan was “jealous and dis- 
apopinted” because her friend was 
about to-be married, and that she 
felt she would be “left out of the 
picture.” 


Some of Her Notations. 


“I merely got messed up and 
couldn’t. stand the fact of being 
the only one left,” read one part 
of her statement, scribbled about 
an advertisement picturing a hap- 
pily married couple. 

One passage in a magazine ad- 
dressed to her friend, Daryl Min- 
nis, said, “Remember, Daryl, even 
in that other world I will love you.” 

Another page bore her first open 
lamentation over her crime. ‘May 
the Giltners forgive,” she scrawled. 
“All forgive.” 

An outburst of affection for her 
father, Stuart Morgan, was written 
with a burned match at another 
place, “Please know that you gave 
me everything in the world, dad, 
everything. I’ve died a thousand 
deaths for all the suffering Ive 
caused you.” : 

Elsewhere she wrote: “May the 
world forgive me for what I did 
in a jealous mood. I merely thought 
Bess was going to have something 
I would never have. Everyone has 
been kind. Please thank them all 


for me. You have given me every- 
thing, dad—everything on this 
earth.” 


A woman inmate of the jail noted 
Miss Morgan’s absence from her 
cell about 3:30 a. m. ‘She called 
the wife of the Sheriff and matron 
of the jail) Mrs. MacDonald found 
the body suspended from a shower- 
bath fixture in a room adjoining 
the women’s quarters. Miss Mor- 
gan probably had been dead an 
hour. The body was clad in a slip 
and a pajama waist. 

Sheriff MacDonald took a large 
nail file from Miss Morgan yester- 
day for fear she would attempt to 
take her life.

at. her home., Arrested a few hours 
later, Miss Morgan confessed read-

} ly in recent months, caused her to 
shoot Miss Giltner four times. She 
said she had believed for several 
months that she was losing her 
mind. 


The shooting occurred while the 
two women were addressing invi- 
tations to Miss Giltner’s wedding. 
Miss Giltner was to have married 
Capt. David S. Babcock of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps staff 
at the college, last Saturday. . 

Later it was disclosed that Miss 
Morgan had taken an overdose of 
a sleeping drug a week before the 
killing. She was ill for several days. 

Sheriff MacDonald said Miss 
Morgan retired about 9 o’clock ‘last 
night. 

“She seemed more calm and hope- 
ful than at any time since her ar- 
rest,” he said. “She awoke at mid- 
night and/ exchanged a few words 
with the woman in the cell next to 
hers. That girl tells me she no- 
ticed nothing at that time to arouse 
her suspicions.” 

The woman, whose name was 
withheld, awoke a few hours later, 
noted the absence of Miss Morgan, 
and saw a swaying shadow in the 
adjoining shower room. She gave 
the alarm. 

In her confession Miss Morgan 
said that she attempted to turn the 
pistol on herself after killing Miss 
Giltner, but that the weapon 
jammed. 

Stuart Morgan, the woman’s fa- 
ther, has attributed his daughter's 
mental condition to the fatal in- 
jury of her brother and the death of 
her mother, within a year.

Products Corporation of New York 
for $22,000,000. 

His wife, Mrs. Lucille P. Kahn, 
to whom Kahn has, assigned his 
‘claim, is nominal plaintiff in the 
suit for $2,840,000, against the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. as trustee of 
the estates of Edwin W. Grove, 
founder of the Paris Medicine Co., 
who died in 1927, and Edwin W. 
Grove Jr., who died in 1934. Former 
United States Senator James A. 
Reed is attorney for Mrs. Kahn. 

Kahn's Testimony. 

Kahn. in his testimony yesterday 
and today, said he became inter- 
ested in the effort to find a pur- 
chaser for the medicine company, 
through his friendship with F. L. 
Seely of Asheville, N. C., son-in- 
law of the elder Grove. He said 
he came to St. Louis in 1928 and 
talked with the younger Grove 
and with Isaac H. Orr, board chair- 
man of the trust company. 


Over objections of defense law- 
yers, Kahn was permitted to tes- 
tify that May 12, 1929, in the office 
of the medicine company, . the 
younger Grove. gave him figures 
showing the company’s business 
for the five years 1924 to 1928, in- 
clusive. These figures, he said, 
were for his use in his attempts 
to negotiate sale of the company. 
Kahn said he turned the figures 
over to Ellery Mann of Zonite Cor- 
poration, and showed them also to 
Wertheim & Co., financial agents, 
and to Isaac Lande, counsel for

Tu... figures, as read by Kahn 
in his testimony, showed annual 
gross sales tanging from $3,167,- 
752 in 1924 to $3,798,741 in 1928, 
with a steady annual increase; an- 
nual dividend payments, of which 
the lowest was $393,436 in 1927, and 
the highest $2,065,542 in 1926; an- 
nual net earnings from .$998,760 in 
1924 to $1,319,791 in 1928, and sur- 
plus, in 1928, of $2,101,707. Officers’ 
salaries increased from $70,400 in 
1924 to $82,650 in 1927 and 1928. 
In the same period, the annual 
item of advertising increased from 
$530,849 to $883,339. 

When the Kahn suit was filed, 
two months before the younger 
Grove’s death, officers of the trust 
company said it had “an absolute 
defense” against Kahn's claim. 
This defense, it developed yester- 
day, was an agreement, signed by 
Kahn Oct, 10, 1929, to accept a 
lower rate of compensation than 
he claimed, and providing that he 
should get nothing unless the sales 
were actually made and money 
paid. The sale was not completed. 

Reed said, in his’ opening state- 
ment to the jury yesterday, that 
Kahn was “compelled” to sign the 
contract, by the threat that if he 
did not sign, the Grove interests 
would “kick the deal out.” To 
protect himself, Reed argued, 
Kahn was compelled to sign, and 
the lawyer declared that the agree- 
ment was “worthless under the cir- 
cumstances.” 


Reed’s Opening Statement. 


Reed said it would be testified 
that Kahn fixed his commission at 
8 per cent, but that» Grove said he 
would guarantee only 4 per cent, 
and would ask Orr to author- 
ize an additional 2 per cent. He 
said an agreement for sale of the 
medicine company at a $22,000,000 
valuation was reached, but that 
Zonite reserved the right to repudi- 
ate the agreement if an audit; to 
be made by Price, Waterhouse & 
Co., should show a less valuation 
than that stated. 

The audit, Reed said, showed a 
valuation $500,000 less than the 
amount stated. When the parties to 
the contract met Oct. 10, 1929, Reed 
said, Kahn was told that he must 
sign an agreement to take 2 per 
cent, or nothing if the deal did not 
go through, and that to protect him- 
self, and, as Reed argued, under 
compulsion, Kahn signed the agree- 
ment which Reed now declares to 
be worthless, 

Defense Contention. 

On the other hand, the defense is 
expected to plead that the agree- 
ment which Kahn signed Oct. 10 
1929, is the only signed document 
in the case, that the other ‘alleged 
agreements were verbal, and that, 
since one of the parties to them, 
the younger Grove, is dead, testi- 
mony regarding them is not admis- 
sible. The defense objected yester- 
day to every statement of the wit- 
ness relating to the verbal agree- 
ments, but questions and answers 
on this subject were admitted by 
the Court. 

The Kahn petition has three 
counts, the first of which states 
that $1,840,000 is due as commis- 
sion for bringing about of the ne- 
gotiations for sale at a. $22,000,000 
price; the second, an = alternative 
count, states that $1,840,000 is a

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FARM HAND ADMITS 
MURDER OF WOMAN 


Thought She Had Hidden 
Ronds in House, but 
He Found None.

‘FREDONIA, Kan., Dec. 15—The 
state highway patrol announced 
last night the arrest of J. F. Stroud, 
glias Joe Cain, sought for the mur- 
ger of Mrs. Arthur Utterback of 
Mulvane, Kan. 

sheriff Will Chamberlain, who 
accompanied the patrolmen to the 
Stroud home, where the arrest was 
made, said the man admitted killing 
the woman, declaring that he did it 
for money. The officer quoted him 
as saying he struck Mrs. Utterback 
on the head with a hammer and 
then put her body in a pit near the 
Utterback farm home. The prisoner 
was taken to Wichita. 

Sheriff Chamberlain said the offi- 
cers found Stroud hiding in a ga- 
rage behind his home and that he 
offered no resistance. The Sheriff 
quoted the farm laborer as saying 
he found only about $4 in the Ut- 
terback home. He said, the Sheriff 
reported, that he thought Mrs. Ut- 
terback had about $400 In bonds se- 
ereted in the house, but he was un- 
able to find any. 

The body of Mrs. Utterback was 
found last Friday in a shallow pit 
near her home. Search was start- 
ed for Cain, who had been employed 
hy Utterback before he left on a 
business trip. 

Stroud said he was married 30 
years ago and had two grown chil- 
dren. He left his home at Fredonia 
15 years ago, he said, returning a 
few years ago. Since then four 
more children were born. They were 
at the Stroud home when officers 
arrested the man. All are suffering 
from scarlet fever.

ESTATE VALUED AT $208,000 


Will Apportions Holdings Equally 
Among Two Sons and 

Daughter. | 

The estate of Mrs. Caroline M. 


Pitzman, who died Oct. 14 in her 


home, 6 Kingsbury place, was val- 
ued at $208,615 in an inventory filed 
in Probate Court today. Her will 
apportioned the property equally 
among her two sons, Dr. Marsh 
Pitzman and Frederick Pitzman, 
and her daughter, Mrs. Oliver G. 
Lucas of New Orleans. 

The inventory lists corporation 
shares with a total value of 
$154,878, bonds valued at $30,050, 
goods and chattels valued at $3416, 
real estate of an assessed value of 
$16,250 and $4021 in cash. The real 
estate consists of the Kingsbury 
place residence, valued at $16,000, 
and a half interest in 24 acres in 
Jefferson County. Under the will, 
Mrs. Lucas’ share will be held in 
trust for her by her brothers until 
she becomes 53 years old, when she 
may take over the principal. 

Mrs..Pitzman was the widow of 
Julius Pitzman, civil engineer, who 
designed the plan of Forest Park 
and introduced restricted residen- 
tial districts in St. Louis.

| Harry Davis, 55 years old,a barber

P. E. Laughlin’s Damage Ac- 
tion Against Financiers Was 
in Ninth. Week, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 15. — 
Laughlin’s .damage — suit 
against Kansas City bankers came 
to an abrupt close yesterday when 
the Laughlin attorneys dismissed 
the $3,340,000 action just as the 
case was entering its ninth week of 
trial before a jury in Circuit Judge 
Brown Harris’ court. 

The plaintiff's dismissal, which 
carries with it the legal right to 
reinstate the action within a year, 
came after a motion for mistrial by 
C. W. Prince, attorney for Laugh- 
lin, was overruled. 

The action was taken at the end 
of a recess requested by the plain- 
tiff’s counsel] after Judge Harris 
had ruled on a point of law against 
the contentions of the Laughlin 
lawyers. 

Restricted by Ruling. 

The Tuling restricted them in at- 
tacking the validity of a_liquida- 
tion contract: that had Laughlin’s 
signature as chief executive officer 
of the Midwest Reserve Trust Co., 
and which came into the evidence 
in depositions offered by the Laugh- 
lin lawyers earlier in the hearing. 

The case established a local rec- 
ord for the jury trial of a civil 
law suit, even though it ended be- 
fore the plaintiff had finished his 
case. 

Laughlin himself, on the witness 
stand three days, had only told his 
story down to the time when the 
clearing house banks were sum- 
moned to the relief of the situation 
at the Laughlin-Huttig bank, the 
Midwest Reserve Trust Co., scene 
of an exhausting bank run in the 
fall of 1921. 

Laughlin’s suit was based on a 
contention that he was the victim 
of a continuing conspiracy to ruin 
him. The.defense, so far as it had 
had time to reveal itself in the trial, 
was that. the two banks headed by 
Laughlin failed through lending 
and management policies. 

The defendants were W. T. Kem- 
per, W. S. McLucas, J. W. Perry, 
A. Newman, the Commerce Trust 
Co., Monroe F. Cockrell, C. W. 
Sheldon, John G. Hughes, Donald 
W. Ross and the Sterling Corpora- 
tion, agency of local clearing house 
banks. Originally the late P. W. 
Goebel was a defendant.

REDISTRICTING PLAN 
GETS COOL RECEPTION 


Aldermen Indicate No Support 
— Initiative Petitions Pre- 
pared by Sponsors, 


Members of the Board of Alder- 
men have shown no disposition to 
support the plan for redistricting 
the city’s 28 wards, pro by the 
Municipial Initiative League, a non- 


partisan organization. Copies of 
the redistricting bill, prepared by 
the league, were placed on the Al- 
dérmen’s desks at last Friday’s 
meeting with a request that it be 
introduced, but no member intro- 
duced it, and several Aldermen have 
told reporters they are opposed to 
the plan. 

The league is preparing to cir- 
culate initiative petitions for the 
proposal, so that if the Aldermen 
do not enact it, the propositon may 
be placed on the ballot at the 
municipal election next April 6. 

The chief reason for the Alder- 
men’s opposition to the plan is that 


‘the Aldermen and members of the 


party committees were not con- 
sulted in its preparation. Several 
Aldermen said that they believed 
any redistricting proposal should 
originate in party. committees. The 
last several attempts to redistrict 
the wards, made under Republican 
administrations in 1927 and 1931, 
failed principally because polit- 
ical opposition. 
League’s Proposal. 

The League’s plan contemplates 
the elimination of four downtown 
wards and the creation of four new 
wards in the northwest and south- 
west sections of the city, with a 
view to placing about 15,000 regis- 
tered voters in each ward. It 
would necessarily. involve changes 
in the districts embraced by the 
present ward and precinct organi- 
zations, and for that reason, many 
politicians of both parties are in- 
clined to oppose it. Harold R. Hay, 
chairman of the Municipal Initia- 
tive League, has sought support 
principally from non-political or- 
ganizations. 

Mayor Dickmann told reporters 
yesterday that he did not believe 
any redistricting proposal should 
be considered until it is definitely 
decided whether the proposed Jef- 
ferson Memorial on the riverfront 
is to proceed promptly. He pointed 
out that the riverfront plan would 
involve the wrecking of buildings 
in 37 blocks along the riverfront, 
principally in the Fifth and Sixth 
wards, and this factor would’ have 
to be considered in redistricting the 
downtown wards.

U. S. Suit to 
Test 10 Per Cent 
“Gate” Tax Law

HE Federal Treasury De-

The 
State withheld payment, holding 
the tax illegal on the ground 
that the Government could not 
levy a tax on the State or any 
of its subdivisions.

of the big game shut down the 
ticket windows this morning. 

“The Rose Bowl is definitely sold 
out for the New Year’s day game,” 
Carl Kilgore, manager of athletics 
of Washington, announced. 

Overflow requests for tickets, he 
said, would be returned this week. 

Office Open Six Days. 

The ticket office’ was open just 
seven days. Apparently it made 
no difference that the opposing 
teams had slightly soiled records, as 
what team in the nation hasn't? 

The Tournament of Roses Com- 
mittee, obviously anxious early last 
week over the fate of its annual in- 
tersectional offering, was desirous 
for Pitt and the Huskies to proceed 


directly to Pasadena to train for 
the game in order to “stimulate” 
loca] ticket sales. 

This won't be necessary, and it’s 
just as well, because Dr, Jock Suth- 
erland had alrea@y arranged to 
pitch his Pitt squad at Arrowhead 
Springs, 30 miles east of here, until 
just before the day of the game. 

Pitt is due to leave for Califor- 
nia tomorrow and reach Arrowhead 
Springs Saturday. 

Coach Jimmy Phelan and his 
Washington Huskies are due in 
Pasadena early next week, and will 


train here.

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 15.—The 
Federal grand jury indicted 28 per- 
son today in connection: with the 
“Jacob Baker heirs” Association, 
described by postoffice inspectors as 
a huge mail fraud scheme, 

Inspector Alfred T. Hawksworth 


of Philadelphia and Thomas W. 
Lanigan, special assistant United 
States Attorney, said the promoters 
had collected millions of dollars 
from more than 3000 persons. 

They said the alleged scheme was 
based on an “imaginary estate” left 
by a Jacob Baker of revolutionary 
war days, which was represented as 
worth between $1,800,000,000 and $3,- 
000,000,000. 

The indictments listed three 
groups which had headquarters in 
Johnstown, Altoon and Pittsburgh, 
with representatives in many states. 
William Morrow Cameron Smith, 
a 70-year-old resident of the city of 
Washington, was named as head of 
the-first group, which included 13 
persons. Mrs, Lillian A. Ryan of 
Portland, Ore., mother of 16 chil- 
dren, was listed as one of the de- 
fendants in this group. 

Emory Liken Biddle, 68, of Al- 
toona, was listed as leader of the 
second group, and two Pittsburgh 
housewives, Mrs. Margaret Lighthill 
and Bertha Ross Dodson, as head- 
ing the third.

British Foreign Secretary, in Speech, ‘Says 
Western Powers Would ‘Welcome Co- 
operation of Germany.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 15.— Anthony 
Eden, British Foreign Secretary, in 
a speech last night, called for a 
halt in denunciation of treaties by 
hany one nation and urged the 
world to “turn from armaments 
competition to economic co-opera- 
tion.” ; 

“That is a change which we wish 
to see and to which we are pre- 
pared to contribute our share,” 
Eden declared. 

The recently announced French- 
British-Belgian defensive agree- 
ment, he said, was not exclusive, 
but the nations would “cordially 
welcome the co-operation of Ger- 
many, not only in the Western 
agreement, but in European affairs 
generally.” 

“If- Europe is to be littered with 
scraps of paper in 1936,” Eden 
said, “and thereaftér nobody can 
fook ahead with any confidence 

the foreign policy of our 
country must work for a compre- 
hensive settlement.” 
Reference to Germany. 
He seemingly referred to the de- 


nunciation by Germany of two 
‘clauses of the post-war Versailles 
treaty. In February Chancellor 
Hitler sent German troops into the 
Rhineland zone, demilitarized by 


ithe Versailles pact, and last month 


Germany announced assumption of 
{ull sovereignty over its inland 
waterways, renouncing. internatiog- 


the Versailles treaty created. 

“If the world is to enjoy the as- 
surance of lasting peace,” Eden 
asserted, “there must be a reversal 
of certain tendencies which dom- 
inate world politics today. 

“Too large a part of the world’s 
wealth now is being spent on 
armaments. If the world means 
to persist in rearmament, it will 
persist in its own impoverish- 
ment.” 


On War in Spain. 

Turning to the Spanish civil war 
and the French-British effort to 
mediate the struggle, Eden said: 
“The United States Government 
has issued a message of sympa- 
thetic support for our endeavors. 
In doing so they have set an ad- 
mirable example to other nations 
more directly concerned, whose re- 
sponsibilities in this matter are in- 
finitely heavier.” 

He declared Britain’s immediate 


the war should be confined “to the 
narrowest possible limits, in the 
hope that it may be brought to a 
speedy end.” 


12 NATIONS BACKING

FAVORS AMENDMENT 
“OF UL 5. CONSTITUTION 


National Consumers’ League 
Urges It to Permit So- 
cial Legislation. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The Na- 
tional Consumers’ League placed 
itself on record today in favor of a 
constitutional amendment “to per- 
mit without question effective Fed- 
eral and State labor and social leg- 
islation.” 

Acting on the recommendation of 
its board of directors, the league 
proposed a two-fold course: : 

“1. To provide for inviting ex- 
perts on constitutional law and bill 
drafting to act as a committee, in 
co-operation if possible with other 
groups, to draft a proper amend- 
ment; and 

“2. To authorize co-operation 
with other groups in working for 
such an amendment.” 

Former Gov. John G. Winant, 
chairman of the Social Security 
board, was re-elected president of 
the Consumers’ League. Mrs. 
Frankl{n D. Roosevelt, Felix Frank- 
furter and Newton D. Baker are 
among its vice-presidents. 


Three Suggestions. 


The decision of the league favor- 
ing a constitutional amendment 
was reached at yesterday’s busi- 
ness session, but the announcement 
was withheld until the annual 
luncheon today, at which Dean 
Charles E. Clark of the Yale Uni- 
versity law school, presented three 
suggestions relating to amend- 
ments: 

“First, notwithstanding a certain 
ebb and flow of constitutional doc- 
trine, little real change is now to 
be expected in the general rules of 
judicial review and of restriction 
on legislative action except by way 
of constitutional amendment. 

“Second, while the process of 
amendment presents difficulties 
both of securing approval and in 
drafting something at once ade- 
quate and not upsetting the values 
worth preserving, yet it can be sup- 
ported by groups such as this 
league, both for the change de- 
sired and the educative effect of 
the effort. 

“Third, an amendment can be 
prepared along lines which will be 
quite within our traditions and yet 
helpful for the purposes just stated. 
This would be in terms of redefin- 
ing the concepts of interstate com- 
merce*and of due process of law 
along lines definitely indicated in 
our constitutional history.” 


For Limit on Court’s Discretion. 


Dean Clark said he desired to 
“stress especially that little change 
in the general constitutional doc- 
trine can be expected short of 
amendment.” 

Robert E. Cushman, professor of 
Government at Cornell University, 
declared “all intelligent peopje: will 
agree that the Constitution must be 
adequate to the needs of the mod- 
ern nation” and said the “wide dis- 
cretion now exercised by the 
court” must be limited by clear def- 
inition of the Supreme Court’s con- 
trol of social policy.

UPRISING IN TOK 


Former Communications 
Minister in Prison 10 
Months, It Is Disclosed 


on His Release.

TOKIO, Dec. 15.—Intimation' that 


men of national prominence were 
connected with the military mutiny 
of last Feb. 26-29 was given by the 
War Office today. ‘ 

An announcement said a special 
court martial had released Fusano- 
suke Kuhara, former Minister of 
Communications and wealthy indus- 
trialist, who, it was disclosed, had 
been in prison nearly 10 months. 

The war office said the court 
found insufficient evidence to con- 
vict Kuhara on the charges on 
which the military authorities had 
held him, but his case was taken 
in hand immediately by ¢Civil courts. 
There will be further investigation 
based on accusations of shielding 
men involved in the rising and of 
being an accessory before the fact. 

This was the first official intima- 
tion that ‘Kuhara has been under 
although he dropped 
from sight after the mutiny and it 
was widely believed he was de- 
tained. 

Army Leader Also Mentioned. 

The name of Gen. Jinzaburo Ma- 
zaki, former Inspector General of 
Military Education, also appeared 
prominently in the court martial’s 
report, which said the mutineers 
planned to make him Premier of a 
military government. 

Although the Government was si- 
lent on the point, it was generally 
believed Mazaki, a leader of the ex- 
treme nationalist wing of the army, 
was in military prison. Like Ku- 
hara, he dropped from public view 
several months ago. For some time 
after the mutiny he was confined 
to his home and to a hospital, os- 
tensibly suffering from appendicitis. 
Since midsummer the army has re- 
fused all information regarding his 
whereabouts and the Japanese 
press has been forbidden to men- 
tion the case. 

Details of Alleged Plot. 

The civil court charges Kuhara 
was closely connected with Tetsuya 
Kamekawa, organizer and leader of 
reactionary patriotic societies, ar- 
rested last March and still held as 
one of the principal civilian sup- 
porters of the uprising. 

The court-martial’s examination, 
as published by the war office, dis- 
closed that since the fall of ‘1934 
Kuhara had been obtaining from 
Kamekawa information on internal 
conditions of the Japhnese army 
and developments which led up to 
the mutiny. It also showed that 
on Feb. 23 Kuhara handed 5000 yen 
(about $1450) to Kamekawa, when 
the latter told him of the details of 
the uprising planned for Feb. 26. 

At that time, said the court-mar- 
tial’s report, Kamekawa told Ku- 
hara that the young military offi- 
cers leading the revolt would at- 
tack the Metropolitan Police Board 
and various political leaders. 

Those Marked for Attack. 

Those to be attacked included: 
The Premier, Admiral Keisuke 
Okada; Korekiyo Takahashi, Min- 
ister of Finance; Baron Kitokuor 
Ikki, president of the Privy Coun- 
cil; Count Nobuaki Makino, for- 
mer Lord Keeper of the Privy 
Seal; Viscount Minoru Saito, Ma- 
kino’s successor in that office; Ad- 
miral Kantaro Suzuki, Lord Cham- 
berlain; Baron Reijiro Wakatsuki, 
ex-Premier, and Prince Kinmochi 
Saionji. 

Many of these attacks were car- 
ried out. Takahashi and Saito 
were assassinated, Suzuki gravely 
wounded, and Okada, Makino and 
Saionji had narrow escapes. The 
rebellion involving 1500 officers and 
men, was principally military, but 
several civilians of ultra-patriotic 
stripe were involved. The muti- 
neers seized Government buildings 
in the heart of the capital and for 
four days paralyzed the life of the 
empire. 

Early in the morning of Feb. 26 
Kamekawa, informed Kuhara that 
the rebels planned the formation of 
a Cabinet under Mazaki. That af- 
ternoon the young officers lead- 
ing the rising abardoned this plan 
because of strong pressure brought 
to bear by veteran national lead- 
ers. They had a later plan to make 
Admiral Eisuke Yamamoto, retired, 
leader of a nationalist group in the 
navy, head of their projected Gov- 
ernment, but this—plan also fell 
through. 

Fifteen army officers, none of 
higher rank than Captain, were 
executed July 12, as leaders of the 
uprising; two more are in prison 
under sentence of death, and more 
than 50 officers, non-commissioned 
officers and civilians are serving 
prison terms for their part in the

‘THE INCREDIBLE PHILIBERT’ 
UPSETS GENDARMES AGAIN 


Former Deputy, Whose Sanity Is 
Questioned, Escapes From Guards 
But Is Caught. 

LYONS, France, Dec. 15.—"The 
incredible Philibert,” former Depu- 
ty Philibert Hippolyte Marcelin 
Besson, whose flashing bicycle 
wheels and blue straw hat have 
led French gendarmes many an 
angry chase, was on the loose again 
today—for a while. 

In custody for return to Cler- 
mont-Ferrand, he sprinted away 
from his guards and out of the 
Lyons railway station. He was 
caught and put aboard the train, 
with three chagrined gendarmes 
close to him. 

He was seized at Clermont-Fer- 
rand in November after eluding the 
police for years, and was held pend- 
ing a psychiatrist's report on a 
sanity examination ordered by a 
court. The report has not been 
made public. 

He lost his parliamentary im- 
munity, which he used to good ad- 
vantage, when he was voted out of 
the Chamber of Deputies in March 
of 1935. That made him fair game 
for the police, who have had his 
case on their hands since 1932, 
when a lawyer in Le Puy accused 
him of stealing a receipt for 5644 
francs which had been made, out 
in advance. He paid only 2300 
francs on the debt, the lawyer said. 


Tamaulipas Teachers on Strike. 
LAREDO, Tex., Dec. 14. — Ap- 
proximately 5000 teachers of the 
Mexican State of Tamaulipas, at 
odds with the government over 
payment of back salaries, quit class 
rooms yesterday for the third time 
in ten months.

Police estimated only one-fourth 
of the normal supply of vegetables 
reached the city’s central markets 
this morning. 

Henri Dorgeres, the Peasant Front 
leader, called the strike because he 
said prices paid to farmers by 
wholesalers were too far under 
those paid by retailers. He predict- 
ed the strike would spread to the 
provinces tonight, and become gen- 
eral tomorrow unless the Govern- 
ment considered the peasants’ de- 
mands.

Significance of the Abdication. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial of Saturday, “Was It a 

Tory Plot?” (proving that Edward 
VIII, apparent friend of labor, was not 
forced to abdicate by economic reaction- 
aries), strikes a much-needed note in the 
discussion of the extraordinary happen- 
ings in London. 

Apart from your editorial, the only sig- 
nificant remark by a public figure that 
I have noticed was made by Senator Bo-/| 
rah, who clearly pointed out that in a 
conflict between the powers of the House 
of Commons and the powers of the King, 
there could be but one answer: the ‘tri- 
umph.of the principle of parliamentary 
supremacy in a self-governing democracy.

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TEMPEST IN A BIG TEAPOT. 
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JUSTICE IN SWITZERLAND. 

It is to the credit of the Swiss Government and 
courts that the trial of David Frankfurter; Jewish 
youth who killed the Nazi leader in Switzerland, was 
conducted without disturbance and with fair hearings 
for all concerned. The Nazis made a major issue of 
the case and demanded the death penalty, although’ 
capital punishment is not provided for in the district 
where the trial took place. Many sympathizers with ° 
the victims of Nazi persecution hoped the slayer would 
be freed. The court now has pronounced a sentence 
of 18 years. It is unlikely that the slayer, in view 
of his serious condition from tuberculosis of the bone, 
will serve much of it in prison. One witness asserted 
he would have to be hospitalized within two months. 

At the outset of the trial, the court ruled out the 
Nazi charge that the killing of Wilhelm Gustloff was 
the result of a world-wide conspiracy. Plainly, the 
cruel treatment of his people in Germany had preyed 
on the youth’s mind so that he was moved to mur- 
der. The Nazis’ policy of violence thus caused 
violence to be directed against one of their leaders. 
That is the inevitable result of force as a political 
instrument. It is a vicious circle, for Frankfurter’s 
rash act caused further oppression of his people in 
Germany. 

One aspeet of the trial should cause the Nazis to 
think, if their fanaticism is capable of rational con- 
trol. Frankfurter testified that he was moved to 
commit his crime, not by what he read in anti-Nazi

DOING IT RIGHT. 

Although the Supreme Court did not pass on the 
constitutionality of a PWA grant for a county power 
plant, the action of the Justices in the Duke Power 
Co. case yesterday was significant none the less. 
Taking the position that both the Federal District 
Court and the Federal Circuit Court of Appeals had 
“failed to act in accordance with the standards of 
proper procedure,” the Supreme Court sent the case 
back to the court of origin in South Carolina for a 
new trial. 

In a seven-page order, which expressly disclaimed 
any judgment on the relevancy or effect of the evi- 
dence in the case, the court said: 

Delusive interests of haste should not be per- 
mitted to obscure substantial requirements of or- 
derly procedure. There is no exigency here which 
demands that these requirements should not be 
enforeed. The cause was heard in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals upon a record improperly made 
up. That the cause may be properly heard and 
determined, we reserve the decree of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals and remand the cause with the 
directions that the decrees entered by the District 
Court be vacated, that the parties be permitted 
to amend their pleadings in the light of existing 
facts, and that the cause be retried upon the is- 
sues thus presented.

Alfred M. Bingham Asserts Small 
Cloud on Horizon May Be- / 
come Hurricane. 
Fascism in the United States is 


like a small cloud on the horizon 
that is no bigger than a man’s 
hand, but it may become a hurri- 


cane, Alfred M. Bingham, youthful 
itor of the magazine Common 
nse, warned 300 hearers iast 
night in a lecture at Soldan High 
School under ‘auspices of the 
League for Industrial Democracy. 

If a revolution comes to this 
country, Fascism will come with 
it unless liberal groups unite to 
prevent a clash between industrial 
workers and the middle classes, he 
emphasized. 

Bingham, graduate of the ¥ale 
Law School and son of conserva- 
tive Senator Hiram Bingham of 
Connecticut, defined Fascism as an 
unintelligent mass response to eco- 
nomic breakdowm,. He said it was 
the opposite of a planned, organ- 
ized movement to meet economic 
problems as they come up. He 
expressed the opinion that the cap- 
italistic system has broken down, 
that a new party is inevitable and 
that such a party must be demo- 
cratic and idealistic in order to 
win all forward-looking forces. 

Bingham estimated that within 
the last seven years $300,000,000,000 
in goods and services have - not 
been produced even though the 
means were available. With that 
sum, he said, thrée-fifths of the 
United States could have been re- 
built. “Never was there such 
extravagance in the history of man- 
kind. The United States has the 
means to produce plenty for all, 
yet engages in the business of 
artificial scarcity.”

Power Companies Obtain. U. S. 
Court Order Pending Hearing 
of Suit March 8. : 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 3-—A 
United District Court order, issued 
yesterday, temporarily restrains 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
from extending its power facilities 


—with_ certain exceptions. 
Nineteen private power compa- 
niés operating in the valley ob- 
tained the restraining order’ from 
Judge John J. Gore, but the TVA 
won exemption for about 35 proj- 
ects which it. contended should not 
be halted “under any circum- 
stances.” 
Judge Gore said the basic allega- 
tions of the suit raised “grave is- 
sues, both of law and fact, which 
can not properly be determined 
upon a hearing of this kind.” 
The order will be effective until 
the power companies’ suit for a per- 
manent injunction’ is heard March 
8. This suit challenges the consti- 
tutionality of the TVA act. — 
Projects Exempted. 
The exempted projects include 
heavy-duty transmission lines, rural 
distribution systems, substations 
and other undertakings enumer- 
ated in an affiavit submitted by 
James L. Fly, TVA general solici- 
tor.

Haven't you always been 
told—so there must be something 
in it—that a cold winter is foretold 
by thicker fur on animals, that 
thunder sours milk, that lightning 
never strikes twice in the same 
place, and ostriches hide their 
heads in the sand and think they 
are invisible? That you shouldn’t 
eat fish with milk, that fish is brain 
food, that you should feed a cold 
and starve a fever and that whis- 
key is good for snakebite? Have
